SCHOOL REPORT. 


Although this is an age in which education in the higher de- 
partments is growing more and more specific and technical ac- 
cording to the taste and ambition of the pupil, yet the funda- 
mental principles must always be the same, and of necessity 
the work of our common schools. Inthese schools must be 
laid the sure foundation on which all the pillars of the grand 
temple of Knowledge can rest. So the work done in them is 
both important and enduring. Hence we cannot too care- 
fully nurture them, or too earnestly advocate their liberal sup- 
port. ‘The plan with these schools is to make the fundamen- 
tal principles as comprehensive and thorough as possible since 
the majority of our scholars do not seek higher educational ad- 
vantages. During the past year something has been accom- 
plished in that direction which your Committee is pleased to 
report. 


DISTRICT NO... 
CENTRE. 


J. W. F. Hobbs, J. F. French, B. O. Leavitt, Committee. 

The Grammar school was taught by Mr. D. H. Lamberton 
of Claremont, who came highly recommended and went to 
work with a purpose to succeed. He hasshown commenda- 
ble tact, energy and devotion. His methods although some- 
what new to the scholars, were not unwise. His manners were 
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cool, his discipline precise, and his teaching inductive. He 
impressed upon his pupils the important fact that their busi- 
ness in the school-room should be to learn. With a new 
teacher several weeks were necessarily initiatory, but after that 
period the work went on with much exactness and profit. 
Thoroughness was a binding rule. Perhaps sometimes there 
was too much austerity to effect the fullest and best develop- 
ment of the scholars, but they soon saw that it was well intend- 
ed. Good proficiency was made in all the studies. Occasion- 
al exercises outside the usual routine were highly profitable. 
More than the text book was taught. The scholars were led 
to inquire for the reason of things and in so doing would 
often correct their own mistakes. ‘The examination was pro- 
longed, thorough, and highly satisfactory ; if the scholars would 
longer remain in this school, more studies of a higher grade 
might be introduced. 

The Primary school was taught by Miss Nellie F. Drake, 
whose first effort as a teacher has been one of which she need 
not be ashamed. ‘To amiability was added energy, while pa- 
tience combined with firmness secured good results. Her 
moral influence has been savory, and her interest in the high- 
est welfare of the children constant. A good degree of enthu- 
siasm was awakened among the scholars, and decided profi- 
ciency made. On account of the severe cold and sickness 
among the scholars, the average attendance during the winter 
term was small, butin the summer and _ fall it was good. It is 
no ordinary. work to care for and instruct young scholars. 
But few appreciate the labor put forth in this school, since it is 
necessarily less conspicuous than with larger scholars. Work 
here is,truly seed sowing, and coming years will show that the 
efforts are not lost. 

It is hoped that this district will continue to raise a consid- 
erable sum of money for school purposes more than the law re- 
quires.

Stephen B. ‘Tarlton, Committee. 


The summer and fall terms of this school were taught by 
Miss S. D. Curtiss of Hampton Falls, whose merits as a teacher 
were mentioned in the report of last year. Her gentleness, 
faithfulness and tact secured good results. The scholars were 
taught to be respectful and frank in their manners, as well as to 
be diligent intheir work. ‘The relation between teacher and 
scholars seemed very happy. ‘The examination was creditable 
and the number of citizens present at that time indicated some- 
thing of the interest felt by the parents. 

The winter term was taught by Mr. L. W. Fogg, whose la- 
bors as a teacher in town for six previous years have proved 
that he is “a workman that needeth not to be ashamed.” Hav- 
ing had special training for his work, and being deeply jnter- 
ested in it, together with his long experience, he accomplished 
what was justly expected of him, viz., to enthuse at least a por- 
tion of his scholars witha high sense of honor, with some real- 
ization of their obligations, and with a purpose to learn. AI-; 
though this is an ungraded school, yet several of the higher stud- 
ies were pursued to advantage. On account of sickness among 
the scholars the average attendance was small. ‘The most of 
the scholars who attended during the year were young, yet in 
the winter term a_ few older boys of thedistrict came. The 
school-room is pleasant and well furnished, a fine toned cabi- 
net organ having been purchased during the year. All that 
Seems to be wanting is more black-board and a clock. 

It certainly will be for the advantage of this district to em- 
ploy the same teacher throughout the year.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


The Committee believes that a good year’s work has been 
accomplished in our schools. ‘The teachers have been compe- 
tent and devoted, some degree of interest has been manifested 
by the parents, and some needed helps in instruction have 
been provided. The Committee, acting with the Selectmen, 
agreeably to a provision in the school laws, has put a large wall 
map of the State into each of the schools. 

A change of text-books in physiology has been made to 
comply with an act of the last Legislature on that subject. A 
book of reference and occasional instruction on “Manners” 
has been introduced, although in District No. 1 the scholars 
did not take to it so kindly as in District No. 2. This is a sub- 
ject which should be regarded as important in our schools, 
The children may find much to learn from it. 

If the scholars of our schools can be taught to think for 
themselves, if they are early required to apply the principles 
which are taught, and if they are led to see that the work of the 
schoolroom is only preparatory to the broader education of the 
world, and, above all, if they are made to feel that virtue and 
righteousness, even godliness, must underlie and form a part of 
all true education, then, because of the present superior edu- 
cational advantages, the next generation may be better and 
more efficient than those who now precede them. 

With these observations, suggestions and statistics the Com- 
mittee lays down the duties which THE TOWN VOTED TO AN- 
OTHER.
